They measure how well he can 
use whatever he has learned rather 
than what he has learned, in the 
scene of specific information. 

Tests cover such skills as acquir- 
ing, interpreting, evaluating new 
ideas, relating new ideas to old and 
applying broad concepts and gen- 
eralizations to new situations or to 
solution of problems.
